erected ; that ſo the knowledge and practiſe m + N 
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come more univerſal, and men may have more 
ſweet invitations and ſtronger allurements,to ſeek 
the knowledge of this deep and excellent Myſtery ; 
and praQtiſe it to the advancement ofa more geye- 
ral and Publique goods not as now 1n a ſordid clowniſh 
way, for mecr ſe/fe-profit ; nor as now accordiag to 
unſound and rather Cuſiomary then ratiousl rules and 
grounds:;nor asnow in a diſb-nourable drudging way; 
which indeed 1s the grand canſe that hinders or 
takes off the moſt ingenions ſpirits (which yet arc 
molt fit tobeengaged. )For it is plain, that the chief 
reaſon, why this io excellent an Art, hath hitherto 
arrived at no greater perfeQ1on, is; thatno Publique 
courſe of incouragement and high prizing the ſame 
bath been thought of; and lo the beſt wits ſhut our, 
that ſhould have ſearched it out, and diſcovered this 
Art moreperfectly;which once generally known, to- 
gether with the vaſt advantages thereby ariſing as 
to the whole Nation : ſo toevery particular pradtiti- 
oner;we need not feare to want Diſciples. It is moſt 
evident, that thoſe few 1rgeniou- per/orrs, that have 
looked into the wayesof zmprovement,(having ſome. 
thing alſo to worke upon) of late years have ad- 
vanced their particular 1tereſts to a doubleorrreb- 
ble proportion. Iam very confident. that thoſe ve- 
ry improvements may again be doubled by yet bet- 
ter wayes. 

That theretore[ngernity may be ranſomed from her 
too tedious captivity; And 1nduftry awaked from a 
kind of lethargie; occaſioned through wontred dil- 
content:1 PROPOUND moreparticularly, (to 
lay alittle toundation for ſucha Co/ledgeor Society, 
which I doubt not,time, emulation, and wy own 
profic, will agreeto finiſh) That If 
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If any Perſon of quality have a Son or Kinſman 15. 
years old or upwards, with whom he will give 
( beſides well-ſuiting bim with al) neceſlary wear- 
ing apparel,and moretothe valueof twenty marks; 
in ſuch other neceſlaries, as the Undertaker (ball ap- 
point )6c.1.in ready money at his firi? Entraxce, and 
bind him Apprentice for ſeven years; he ſhall be in 
that time faithfully inſtructed in both the Theo- 


rick, and Pradich parts of this (of all others) moſt 


Auncient, Noble, and honeſtly gainfull Art. Trade, 
or Myſtery. And at the end ofthat time, he ſhall 
recetve at oneentirepayment, to ſetup withal, zoo. 
pound. And ſhall for foure years next enſuing the 
end of the ſaid 7; years, receiveat theendof every 
year 1co- pound more; the better to ſupport him 
rill he have taken ſuffictent root. 

Note, that none areto beaQually entertained till 
there beat leaſt 10. entered-: at which entrance, 
they areto pay onely 10.pound aplece,and for far- 
ther performances reciprocal ſubſcriptions.

5. He muſt be alwayes 1n Commons at the Hall of 
the ſaid Society : at the rate of 8.s. per week, or ſuch 
other rates more or l«fle,as the then preſent ſtrate of 
things ſhall require. And he 1s alwayes to pay off 
all arreares at the end of each moneth at the fartheſt, 
without any dedudions for abſence how long or 
ſkort ſoever. But if he keep a Servant (who muſt alſo

vent it inthe wayes of Charity and Piety, as relating 
to Gods glory and his ſoules Eternal happineſſe 5 at 
leaſt ina way of bounty and noblenefle for the Pab- 
ligne good of his Neighbour and Native Countrey, as 
relating to his good fame aftcr death. Bur it by 
ſecarit y be meant ſomething more moderate and in- 
genuous, onely a providental care to detend a mans 
ſelte from being abuſed; ſo farrcas fuch proſecuti- 
ons arejuſt, and agreeable to good reaſon, and the 
Nature of the thing 1n queſtion, I allow; and ap- 
prove of it altogether : but not when it rather pro- 
ceeds from frowardneſle , baſe and groundleſle 
ſuſpition, and anaturall averſneſle and enmity to 
allgood. Thus when a man lends to another. poli- 
tically as a meer man, he requires bills, bonds, mor- 
geges, orthelike. Butifhe gives, hedoth not fo, 
neither if he lend tothe Poor, orto perſons ſo juſt 
thathe eſteems their word ſufficient. I ſuppoſe 
there are very many in Loxdon,: that do frequently 
take up great ſums without giving any formal ſecu- 
rity; nay that would take it for a great afront to 
have ſuch a thing required of them ; and yet ſurely 
it 15 no abſoJute zziracle to ſee fuch a one break; why 
then are men ſo caſe in that ,and ſo difficult in this? 
or is it for the mutual Advence of Trade? why , that 
very argument ſerves here too; unleſle they be re- 
ſolved toadvance no trade, but their own. And 
even that alſo comes in here ; for what trade can 
more advancethe Engagers Private,then that which 
is faithfully driven on for the Proſperity of him 
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and his Poſterity 2. Or what can more magnify a 
great and populoui City ,, then to: ſtand in the midiſt 
of a fertile ſoile, that affords ber plenty and abun- 
dance ofzll good things, which is already rhe hap- 
pineſſe of London? andthishappineile ſhall by this 
meanes, by Gods bleſſing given unto and upon this 


means , be continually encreaſed. 
Again, It 15 rationa#, whenmen lend money for 


little or no Advaxtage to themſelves, but onely to 


do their friend a courtefie zit is but reaſorable, that 
they ſhould by all good meanes ſecure the repay- 
ment of their principall. But when men put forth 


their moneys in hope of great Advantage,they muft;. 


and do uſually forbearto ſtand upon {ſuch preciſe 
Security ; rightly.conſfidering, that Gods providence is 
(as the beſt Mberitance; 1o alſo ) the beſt Security 
that cawbe named, andwillnot falleto returne with 
a bleſling; any thing that ſhall bethereto intruſted 
faithfully. Thus, what other Secarity ( more then 
rationa#-Probabilities) hath the Soxldzer ; that ven- 
tures his life, Jimbs, liberty and all, and this with- 
outany other Serwrity then a good cox/ciewce, (Ora 
good confidence at leaſt) in life or death; reſting in 
that ſucceſlethe Lord of hosfts ſhal pleaſe toappoint. 
Thus the Aerchant puts ( if not alwayes himſelte; 
yet) his Eſtate into a weak wooden vellel;and com- 
mits it tothemercy of thewinds and waves , ha- 
ving ſet up hisreftin the goodnefſe of that God that 
parted the Red-Sea by his power, Thus, the 44-- 
zeralift ayes out much money in fincking his pits 
and: quarries , onely in hope to finde that richer 
veine he conceives to be there. Thus the Patient 
commits his lite health andeaſfe (under God) into 
the Phyſitians hands, asrelying on his care and _ 
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Tay, that all theſe, and many more, even all men 
in almoſt all humane a&ions, runne ſome kind of 
hazard; and more or leife do and muſt depexdup- 
on Gods mercy and mans 3»tegrity,without any other 
outward formal 8ecwrity. Thus alfo do I propound 
(and that upon Probabilities as certain and rational(if 
not more asany of theſe ) that we may agree , en: 

age, and ſowe in hope;that-that God' that never 
ſuffers hope(rightly placed) to be fruſtrate; may 
make us return «rd bear our ſheafes wit hns,may make 
our val/cys ſtand ſo thick with Corne,hat they ſhall langh 
and ſine. Which thatitmay bethus, ſhall alwayes 
be the faithful defireand earneſtprayer of; Sir.
